WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (UP).— 
President Roosevelt ‘said today he 
hoped to put into effect virtually all 
of the Baruch rubber committee's: 
recommendations by Monday, at 
which time he plans to appoint a 
rubber administrator to serve under 
War Production Chief Donald M. 
Nelson. 


Mr. Roosevelt said that while he 
hoped to put most of the committee 
recommendations into effect by 
Monday, it would take time to set 
up the machinery for nation-wide 
rationing of gasoline. 

The President said he does not 
like the term “National gas ration- 
ing” because it is inaccurate. He said 
the recommendation of the Baruch 
Committee was for mileage ration- 
ing 

The President opened his press 
conference by saying that he ex- 
pected to announce the name of a 
rubber administrator on Monday 
and cautioned reporters against 
speculation over who would be the 
administrator.

Civic and legal leaders yesterday 
urged a parole for Osmund West- 
gate, 50, a $100-a-week electrician in 
a defense plant who was found to 
be an escaped lifer through finger- 
prints taken in connection with his 
job. 

While his wife continued efforts 
to have his bail of $1,000 reduced, 
former Warden Lewis E. Lawes of 
Sing Sing came to Westgate's de- 
tense. ; 

“If this man’s record is as good 
as it appears,” Lawes said, “he 
should be entitled to his chance of 
continuing this record. I believe 
this man could be paroled by the 
Ulinois authorities and the best in- 
terests of justice would be served.” 

Arthur Garfield Hays, head of 
the American Civil Liberties Union, 
offered to represent Westgate. 

“If this man has been out of jail 
for 18 years and everybody has been 
safe,” he said, “I don't see any rea- 
son why ne should be made to go 
back again.”

other rubber monopolies. (Our Washington 
correspondent, Adam Lapin, put the finger 
on this scandal in June.) 

Finally, even when the Soviet Union, 
which has mastered the manufacture of syn- 
thetic rubber, offered to help the United 
States in February to quickly build a rubber 
industry, the monopolists in the WPB, flatly 
turned it down.

But Wallace 
is said to have been told rather 
bluntly by the State Department 
to refrain in the' future from 
making statements on foreign 
policy. In any event, the Vice- 
President has not been able to 
oppose effectively the maneuvers 
of the pro-Franco group in the 

State Department. 

Nelson A. Rockefeller, coordi- 
nator of ‘inter-American Affairs 
made no effort as far as is known 
to dissuade the President from an- 
nouncing the State Department- 
sponsored plan for cultural collab- 
oration with Franco, But he is re- 
ported on Capitol Hill to have ex- 
pressed himself privately to Wal- 
lace as being none too enthusiastic 
about the whole idea. 

Rockefeller was all set to devote 
his trip to Latin America to a 
number of specific and worthwhile 
projects. One of these was promo- 
tion of improved sanitation and 
health conditions in Latin America. 
Another was a program to build 
wooden boats which would make it 
possible to continue trade between 
the United States and Latin 
America.
